The College is a development of educational 
work long in the care of American Missionaries. 

It is recognised by the Government. 

The common language is English; the French 
and three native languages are also taught. 

The subjects embraced in a College curriculum 
receive due attention. 

The location is most eligible, and the buildings 
occupied are adequate to its present needs. 

All Board bills are paid by its native patrons. 
‘* College bills,” including tuition, lodging, washing, 
&e. are £3 a year for each pupil. 

The number of pupils in the College proper, 
during the past year, has been 71.

From the A. B. C. F. M. the College receives, 
at present, $1,200 a year, and a certain amount of 
missionary time. It receives $264 a year from a 
local endowment fund, and native gentlemen share 
in its local management. 

The College has the full sympathy of the 
A. B. C. F. M. whose Officers are its Trustees, 
and do for it all that a Missionary Society can 
properly do. 

It has won the sympathy and patronage of 
Armenians and Greeks, as well as of Protestants, 
from the Marmora Sea to the Russian Border, and 
from the Black Sea to the Taurus Mountains; and 
it is beginning to win favor, and will soon win 
patronage from the Moslem races. 

It is already proving a stimulus and a guide 
to educational enterprise among the several na- 
tionalities. 

The certain influence of the College upon the 
advancement of a Christian civilization in Asia 
Minor; upon the harmonious relation of races ; 
upon the diffusion of the best language and litera- 
ture in existence; upon the spread of Western 
ideas, unhampered by political or ecclesiastical 
complications ; upon the increase of Western com- 
merce; and in fine, upon the development of the 
rich material and mental resources of the races of 
Turkey, that have too long lain dormant, will be 
almost incaleulably great.

The great urgent need of the College is 
a permanent Endowment Fund of at least £20,000, 
Of this, £15,000 is required to endow six permanent 
chairs of instruction. (Interest is reckoned at 5 per 
cent. and the salaries will not average higher than 
£125 per annum). £5,000 is needed to endow 
Scholarships, and for Library and Apparatus. 


It is confidently hoped that British friends of 
Christian education in Asia Minor will esteem it a 
privilege to give at least £6,000 of this sum, which 
would provide for the endowment of two Pro- 
fessorships and fifteen Scholarships. 


For the Professorships of Natural Science, and 
of the English Language and Literature, competent 
young men are now preparing by special studies ; 
one in Germany and the other in Massachusetts, 
U.S.A. 


All funds raised, deducting not less than 5 and 
not more than 10 per cent. for expenses, will be 
invested, without delay, under the direction of the 
Trustees, at the highest rates consistent with safety. 
But should any donors so prefer, their gifts will 
be applied to the immediate uses of the College.
